"The present status of the party primary force­ 
fully reminds us of the failure of th at system in 
selecting party nominees and points to the need 
for revising It. The old convention system had 
faults no more glaring than those attending the 
primary system, and it was actually productive of 
a better type of public officials th an those elevated 
to places of responsibility under the primary plan. 
. . . . A party th a t is merely a State agency and not 
an autonomous organization is eo severely handl­ 
es pped th at It can be of little service.'> 
The trouble will be to get the leigslature to make 
the necessary change. 
There are so many m em ­ 
bers who under tKe convention system would have 
no more chance of going to Austin than a camel 
of going through the eye of a needle, th at they 
will resist even a change to put the Judiciary u n ­ 
der convention choice; and th e only way any elec­ 
tion law change will be had will be for the peo­ 
ple to register such a dem and for it th at their 
representatives will be compelled to obey.

promises he could not put into effect unless he had 
a more complaisant legislature th an usually meets 
a Texas governor. 
Thinking people knew this, and 
f*;r th at reason The News believes th at much of 
the H unter vote was a vote against Ferguson and 
Sterling in the final analysis. 
And no candidate can deliver his vote to another, 
however eagerly he m ight desire to do so. 
He 
might influence a few of his personal friends and 
relatives but beyond th at he cannot instruct peo­ 
ple who voted for him to 'ollow him in his shift 
to another. 
So the proper thing for the Sterling people is to 
pu t their candidate before th e voters as strongly 
as possible on his own merits.

Mr- G arrison’s resolution, adopted a t a recent ses­ 
sion of the council, authorizing the purchase of 
pipe and other waterworks 
material, which 
he 
found would cost $30,000, anc would furnish suffi­ 
cient plant with which to start a sm all sized w a­ 
terworks. 
There were, in all, he said, about ten 
miles of pipe asked for. 
"Mr. Garrison, chairm an of th e w ater comm it­ 
tee, replied th a t the resolution was designed to 
meet a necessity th at would exist w hen the reser­ 
voir was completed. 
While the am o u n t of pipe 
called for was large, investigation, he said, would 
show th at it was needed to place th e waterworks 
on a paying basis. 
He was glad th a t the eighth 
and ninth w ards were going to dem and water serv- 
iee and he asserted th at that service, with w hat 
was demanded by the petitions cn file, would be 
more th an sufficient to use u r the pipe asked for. 
‘ The mfj,yor stated th a t his policy was first to 
sc ure a satisfactory quality of w ater and after­ 
wards to look after the material. 
He thought th at 
the sizes of the required material could 
not 
be 
known to the w ater committe,- until after they w<re 
furnished with a map of the system. 
"Mr. Garrison replied that he was simply clean­ 
ing up the work left by his predecessors, to which 
the mayor replied that if all the work left by their 
predecessors were cleaned up by the aldermen it 
would bankrupt the city. 
"Mr. Garrison met this assertion with the re­ 
joinder th a t he nevei had done business on the 
funny principle and he thought it was about time 
for alderm en to stop offering funny resolutions, If 
such had been the practice, unless they were w or­ 
thy of being carried into effect. 
H e said th at the 
m anufacturers would ask pay for th e pipe only 
as It was used ” 
And the account concludes by 
saying th a t the m atter was 
dropped 
until 
the 
m ayor’s veto comes up- 
The council was composed of Messrs. Edwards, 
Gcod, Huvelle, Welch, Loucks. Cochran, Garrison, 
Johnstone, Kivlen, Loeb, Rowley and Wendelkin. 
The name ef the m ayor was not mentioned in the 
account of the session, which appears to have been 
one of the good old-fashioi.ed kind w here every- 
btdy took a hand and each tried to get everything 
possible for his w ard —just like they used to do in 
Paris.
